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Dumping, gravel removal continues 


Town officials have been 
stymied in their efforts to halt a 
gravel pit and ping operation 
on the Wilmington - Billerica line. 

A court injuhetion against 
further work was reached by 
agreement in April, but work tas 
continued, according ‘to_Ohester 
Bruce, chairman of 
Wilmington Conservation 
Commission, 

By an agreement with the state 
attorney general's office, if the 
gravel operator filed with the two 
conservation commissions, 
Wilmington and Billerica, he 
would not be in contempt of court. 
The gravel operator subsequently 
filed for a wetlands protection act 
hearing, and a Sept. 2 date was 
set in Wilmington. 

The gravel operation is con- 
ducted under the name of 
Alexander Realty Trust, with 
Elizabeth Caporale as trustee. 
Her husband, Leonard, is in 
charge of the operation. 

Mrs. Caporale appeared before 
the commission on Thursday 
night, saying that the engineer 
they had hired, Mr. Salvucci, was 
ill. She requested a 30-day ex- 


tension. 

The extension was granted, but 
not before Bruce gave Mrs. 
Caporale some detail of what was 
expected in the area of plans and 
information on the operation. 
Bruce was quite unhappy with the 
sketch that had accompanied the 
application, calling it the most 
incomplete plan he had ever seen. 
He said that it had no specifics, no 
elevations, and did not include the 
whole area. 

In their request for a wetlands 
hearing, the Caporales stated 
their project as being a holding 
pond, but no purpose was given. 

‘The gravel operation has been 
on-going in both Wilmington and 
Billerica, on the site of the old 
Shawsheen Pines Airport, with 
reports that 21 gravel trucks are 
working sunup to sundown. There 
have also been reports of ex- 
tensive dumping of building 
debris into dredged areas. 

Bruce said that he was not so 
much concerned with the gravel 
removal as he was with the 
dumping of debris. The area is 
very close to Wilmington's 
Aldrich Road wellfield, and is in 
an upstream area of Lubbers

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$800k grant for 
Ballardvale Street 


On Friday morning, September 
3, 1982 at the town hall, James 
Carlin, secretary of the Executive 
Office of Transportation and 
Construction announced that the 
town of Wilmington has been 
awarded $807,800 to finance and 
design and reconstruction of 
Ballardvale Street. 

Representative James Miceli, 
Senator Robert Buell, Selectman 
John Imbimbo and Town 
Manager Reginald Stapczynski 
were present to accept the award 
on behalf of the town. James 
Foster, vice president of Charles 
River Breeding Labs, Inc. and 
Nicki Johnson, vice president, 
Wilmington Chamber of Com- 


merce both thanked Carlin on 
behalf of the companies located 
along Ballardvale Street. 

The town manager requested 
$1.1 million to upgrade the design 
and roadway layout of Ballard- 
vale Street in a grant application 
made in June of this year. The 
funds will provide for the 
engineering and construction to 
make the road safer for vehicular 
traffic by: installing street lights 
at Route 125 and Ballardvale 
Street intersection, straightening 
some of the dangerous curves, 
adding guardrails as needed, 
improving the drainage system, 
reconstructing, the shoulder, 
repairing the roadway surface.

Selectmen

Tewksbury’s selectmen are not 
going out on a political limb. 
Three different motions, frought 
in one way or another with 
politics were defeated three to 
two, Tuesday night, and the 
record of the current board is 
simply put - no politics. 

Several of them made political 
statements of one kind or another 
in the process. The conversation 
was at times confusing. It started 
when Paul Sullivan suggested a 
letter to Governor King, en- 
dorsing him for re-election. 
Sullivan spoke of the $3,000,000 
problems with which the town is 
"Bill Hallisey seconded, Dick 

Bi sec |. Dicl 
Trueba spoke up against. Trueba 
said the town has enough 
problems as things stand. 

Hallisey argued that Gov. King 
has given the town a lot of help 
when it came to water problems. 
There was a lot of political 
pressure, on the outside, Hallisey 
said. “His stand on athe water 
problem earns my support."” 

Chairman Morris tried to stop 
the conversation, but did say he 
supported King. It might be more 
simple, he suggested, to send a 
letter of thanks. The motion was 
defeated, with only three voting. 
Morris and Coldwell did not vote 
and Trueba voted against. 

Dick Trueba then suggested a 
letter to Congressman Markey 
and Representative Miceli, for 
their recent efforts with reference 
to the ‘sanitary landfill” episodes 
of the past few weeks. Trueba 
said he had been on the board 
since 1977, and nothing has been 
accomplished. 

Hallisey reminded Trueba that 
there was still litigation going on, 
i.e. selectmen don’t talk about 
cases that are to be tried in court. 
Morris tried to stop the 
discussion, and succeeded 
because the time had come to talk 
with the principal assessor.

Trueba wanted a letter to thank 
Mr. Miceli for his weet ts 

Hall poured out a it: He 
was pews Mr. Miceli because 
the representative had gone over 
the selectmen's heads in dealing 
with CHILD. Hallisey could 
understand how Congressman 
Markey could blunder into tha 
tposition, but could not un- 
derstand it on the part of Miceli. 

“The five days (limit, as 
reported, for the time of closing 
the dump, Ed.) are over, Hallisey 
said. The dump is still open. It 
will continue to be.” 

“Send a letter to the 
representative saying we expect 
the same courtesy he gave to a 
private group of citizens. I won't 
vote for any letter of thank you." 

Sullivan seconded. The 
selectmen, he said, had tried for 
five years, and then, three weeks 
before the election a letter comes 
out of the blue saying the dump is 
closed. 


Chairman Morris: I've kept my 
mouth shut. CHILD talked to 
Markey and to Miceli, and I 
understood they made waves. The 
war cry was: “Town officials” 
(never do anything, Ed.) “If two 
politicians choose to help these 
people - more power to them!” 

Charles Coldwell: ‘A letter at 
this time is inappropriate - we are 
in litigation - We have been 
frustrated in the past and we will 
be in the future.” He moved to 
table the motion. 

It was defeated, three to two. 

Trueba moved a pees 
Congressman Markey an ¥ 
Miceli, It was defeated, three to 
two, Morris and Coldwell voting 
no. 


Hallisey moved a letter to the 
state representative saying that 
in the future he should clear his 
actions with the local board, or 
something to that effect. It lost, 
three to two. 


Wilmington has $20m 


new construction going 


Erich Nitzsche, civil engineer, 
told the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission last Thursday that 
the plans for the new Sweetheart 
Plastics warehouse, to be con- 
structed south of Burlington 
Avenue, will be for a nine and one- 
half acre building. He did not 
elaborate because his discussion 
was for other purposes. 

Eric Nitzsche did say that the 
company was planning a road to 
Burlington Avenue to be used 
strictly for fire prevention pur- 
poses. No road was to be con- 
structed, according to statements 
made in conversations over a 
year ago, 

The nine and one-half acre 
building exceeds slightly (if true) 
the original estimate of the size of 
the warehouse, which was to be 
360,000 square feet. The new 
dimensions mean it may be as big 
as 408,000 square feet and will 
probably cost in excess of 
$8,000,000 to construct. 

The new warehouse is only one 
of several construction projects 
going on at this time. 

The Avco addition, for which 
work has now started, will cost 
$30,000,000, of which about 
$8,000,000 will be for construction. 
A permit has been granted for the 
foundation, which is to have 
200,000 square feet. 

Five building permits for in- 
dustrial - commercial buildings 
were issued by the Wilmington 
building inspector during August.

The Vazza properties of Quincy, 
is constructing a $2,000,000 
building at the corner of 
Ballardvale Street and Route 125, 
with 105,665 square feet. C&C - 
Kigkwood Technical Publications 
has taken out a foundation permit 
for an 18,000 square foot building 
on Main Street near Cook Avenue. 

The total construction cost of 
the buildings listed comes to 
approximately $20,250,000.

The Casket Lady VIII \ 
‘A most successful funeral 


The Boston Globe described the 
funeral of Dr. Henry Hiller as “a 
most successful funeral.”” 

That of course is hyperbole. All 
funerals are successful, or nearly 
all of them. The writer was 
seeking, in his choice of words, a 
synonym for the word “‘spec- 
tacular.” He was seeking to 
convey his impressions at the 
showmanship, the crowds, the 
flowers, the four black horses, 
and the hearse which was so big it 
had another name~-a catafalque. 

There were three Woburn 
policemen to control the crowds 
at the Hiller home. There were 
also five Wilmington policemen, 
three being appointed for special 
duty that day. The two regular 
policemen, who rarely had 
anything to do, were Charles J. 
Sargent and George Buck, son of 
Otis. The three other men were 
Henry A. Taylor, E.N. Eames, 
and Thomas A. Bancroft, an older 
man. The town paid each $2 for 
their work that day. 

Wilmington’s two clergymen 
participated in the funeral ser- 
vices which were held in the 
Hiller home. The program had 
been arranged by Mrs. Dr. Hiller. 
.It began about 3:30 p.m., with the 

still outside. The Silver 
Lake Quartet sang “Cast Thy 
Burden on the Lord.” 

John T. Wild was the basso. He 
is the only one whose name is 
recognized today as a Wilmington 
resident. He was the superin- 
tendent of the ice houses which 
stood at Silver Lake where the 
town beach is today. 

Mrs. G.B. Lenfest was sporano, 
Miss Gertrude Hillman the 
contralto, and J. Edward 
Greaves, the tenor. 

The reading of the will was the 


second item. It was read by 
Henry Ames, almost a next door 
neighbor. Henry had a store and 
was a justice of the peace. The 
will left everything to Mrs. Dr. 
Hiller. 

The Rev. William A. Thurston 
of the Methodist Church read the 
Scripture Lesson. He shared his 
duties with the Rey. Elijah 
Harmon of the Congregational 
Church. It was the latter who 
finished the services with the 
Benediction. 

After that. the crowds were 
allowed to enter through the side 
door. The ‘people came in two by 
two, passed through the room 
with the casket and then out the 
front door. 

The widow, dressed in black, 
sat at the head of the casket with 
downcast eyes. Beside her was 
Polly Matherson, a young lady 
newly arrived from Bristol, 
England. A brother of Dr. Hiller 
was also present. There were two, 
both living in Chicago. 

The casket was still open. The 
body of the deceased was clad ina 
full dress suit. Thousands of 
wreaths and floral offerings were 
in the room, with a cross of 
flowers from the Methodist 
Church, and a wreath from the 
new Catholic chapel, which was to 
become St. Thomas Church. 

Thousands of went 
through the room and viewed the 
body of Dr. Hiller in his casket, It 
was nearly dark when the cover 
was finally put on the casket. 

The pall bearers were all local 
men. Three were grocers, Henry 
Ames, Charles Hudson and 
Jonathan B. Morris. Selectman 
Henry Buck was a pall bearer as 
was Stephen Buck, a farmer. The 
sixth was Edward Blanchard, a 
printer.

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Edward M. Nichols, local un- 
dertaker assisted the Boston 
undertaker, Mr. Lockhart. The 
Boston Globe -reported him in 
some detail as “town collector, 
town treasurer, custodian of the 
town clock, sexton of the 
Congregational Church and 
representative-elect to the 
General Court." 

The casket was put out through 
the side window. It was a tight 
squeeze. It was reported to weigh 
over 600 pounds and to be just half 
an inch narrower, than the win- 
dow. But ‘10 strong-armed men’ 
satceedéd’ in getting it safely 
through the window, landing it on 
the car. 

The four black horses were led 
by James Garry, James O'Brien, 
D.H. Droney and Charles 0. 
Blaisdell. The last two were local 
employees of Dr. Hiller. The first 
two have names which were not 
local. 

(Charles O. Blaisdell, in 
cidentally, should not be confused 
with the Charles B. Blaisdell who 
passed away in Wilmington about 
20 years ago. This was a different 
Charlie.) 

It was dark when the procession 
started. The catafalque, with the 
coffin led the procession, followed 
by a coach in which rode the 
widow. Then there were a dozen 
hacks which had been hired by 
her, in Woburn to carry mourners 
and these were followed by about 
100 carriages. 

The “thousands of le" who 
had been milling about Hiller 
house were no longer present, it 
seems. At least there is no 
mention of them.

The mourners departed, it is 
reported, and Mrs. Hiller, alone, 
was in the tumb with her 
husband's body. After some time 
she came out and locked the door. 
She put the key in her pocket. 

'Phe,Globe reported that the) 
casket will “remain in its temy 
porary tomb’’ until a permanent, 
tomb has been constructed. 

At this point there is a possible 
mystery. The tomb, according to 
the Globe, was to be constructed 
in Wilmington. Yet the same 
story goes on to report that Mrs. 
Dr. Hiller had purchased, three 
years ago, ‘“‘a fine lot in Win- 
chester.” This, the Globe said, 
gives that town “ultimately all 
the funeral splendor. This tickles 
the Winchesterites, and our 
townspeople are correspondingly 
disappointed.” 

The Globe reported further that 
this was a’ reaction of Mrs. Dr. 
Hiller when her husband became 
a part of the cemetery com- 
mittee. ‘His keen witted spouse” 
thought it was only a scheme on 
the part of ‘‘the shrewd villagers” 
to get something out of the doctor. 

It would take three years, the 
Globe reported, before the per- 
mament tomb was completed 
and, it reported that it was to be 
Wilmington, which was not the 
way that the local townspeople 
understood the situation,

Norman Boudreau, chairman 
of the board of assessors, in- 
troduced the selectmen Tuesday 
night, toa new law, Chapter 369 of 
the Acts of 1982, signed by 
Governor King July 12, 1982. The 
new law has an emergency 
preamble, which made it eff 
fective immediately. 

The law, Boudreau said, means 
that the selectmen will have to 
hold a public hearing, with 
reference to ‘‘classification” of 
properties and the resulting 
percentages to be paid in tax 
rates. The selectmen make the 
percentages, he said, and the 
assessor sets the tax rate. 

The new law allows property 
‘owners to have an imput into the 
tax picture. In towns the select- 
men hold a hearing and in cities 
the hearing is held by the city 
council or board of aldermen. 

There have been changes, 
relative to residential property 
and to open space property. There 
are now four classes of property. 

Class One, residential, includes 
property on which there is no 
housing, but which has been 
subdivided into house lots. 

Class One property, after all 
property has been assessed at full 
and fair value, may be allowed an 
exemption not to exceed 10

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percent of the average assessed 
value of class one. There is an 
additional provision in which the 
exemption is only for the prin- 
cipal home of the taxpayer. 

Open Space is now Class Two. It 
is land which is not otherwise 
classified and which is not 
taxable under certain provisions 
of the law, nor under the 
provisions of a permanent con- 
servation restriction. 

Class Two has to be land which 
is not held for the production of 
income, but which is maintained 
in an open or natural condition. It 
must contribute significantly to 
the benefit and enjoyment of the 
public. 

After the tax lists have been 
prepared, which will not occur for 
a few more weeks, there will be a 
couple of weeks in which property 
owners can be interviewed. This 
is nearly ready at this time. 

After that process is complete, 
the selectmen get their public 
hearing, and give the question of 
percentages their consideration. 

‘The last step in the’ process is a 
public vote in the town. The 
selectmen will have to decide on a 
date for the vote and possibly the 
means by which the necessary 
information will be presented to 
the public.

Cancer screening for men at health center 


“One in every four 
Massachusetts residents will 
develop cancer in some form, and 
the disease will eventually touch 
two of every three families in the 
State,"" according to the 1980 
handbook of the Massachusetts 
Public Health Association 
(MPHA) which claims 
Massachusetts ranks fourth in the 
nation for deaths from cancer. 

However, the MPHA report 
adds, ‘Despite its current 
widespread prevalence, cancer is 
becoming more curable. In 1940 
only one patient in every four 
treated was being saved, whereas 


the rate to day is one in every 
three - and if all cancers could be 
detected early and treated 
promptly, one in every two vic- 
tims of the disease could be 
saved." 

Recognizing that 
detection is the key to curing 
cancer, the Regional Health 
Center ‘in Wilmington is spon- 
soring a free male cancer 
screening clinic on Thursday, 
September 16 from 5:30 to 8:30 
p.m.; by appointment only. 

Men, especially those over 40, 
are urged to attend to be tested 


early 


for colon, rectal and prostate 
cancer. 

The tests will be conducted by 
qualified physicians in private 
examination rooms.

This screening program is held 
in conjunction with quarterly 
cancer screenings held by the 
three divisions of Choate-Symmes

State cuts off 
North Reading funds 


The town of North Reading is 
the second northern Middlesex 
community to be told in recent 
weeks that it will get no state 
funds because the town has no 
planning for low income housing. 

The State Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
(ECOD) has notified North 
Reading that $101,000 for water 
main construction is being 
withheld. The water main in 
question is one that is going to the 
well recently installed near the 
Wilmington line, and near Salem 
Street. 

The funds have been held up 
under the powers of Executive 
Order 215. Joseph Flatley, 


assistant secretary of ECOD said 
that North Reading is one of eight 
communities which has been 
cited by ECOD for failing to 
provide or encourage additional 
housing in Massachusetts. 

North Reading has been given 
six months to come up with plans, 
in writing, to stimulate the 
growth of low income family 
housing. Flately said that his 
department estimates that North 
Reading needs 276 units of low 
income housing and the efforts of 
the town are inadequate. 

“We would like to see the town 
doing more,” he said to the North 
Reading Transcript. ‘It’s a 
matter of state policy.

Banked curves, 
winding hills and dirt tracks. “ I’ll 
never race a motorcycle,” he 
says. “Right now, I find this much 
more challenging."’ But, you 
might ask, isn’t motorcyele or 
dirt bike racing Chuck's sport of 
the moment ? No, Wilmington’s 
Chuck Webster is a champion 
BMX bike racer who has been 
winding, weaving and jumping 
along New England and 
America’s BMX tracks for over 
three years, 

Chuck along with three other 
Wilmington boys and a girl, have 
been BMX racing out of the 
Burlington Cycle Center, with 
prospects of a Wilmington based 
BMX club on the horizon. Chuck 
and several of his racing mates

Webster, who has won three 
Grand National BMX titles and 
has garnered over 40 trophies (10 
this past year), began riding five 
years ago, but his interest in 
racing dates back some three 
years. He began repairing bikes 
at the Cycle Center a year ago,

and someday hopes to own his 
own shop. 

Chuck owns a 24 inch BMX that 
weighs in at 23 pounds and retails 
for a tidy $750.00. The smaller 
bikes weigh as light as 14 pounds, 
with the price range wide at 
between $300.00 - $1,000.00. But, 
more importantly its a sport 
where all ages can, and are 
corhpeting. 

“Its the only sport where you 
can be really friendly with the 
other _ competitors,’ notes 
Webster#‘*You can get to be best 
friends by just hanging out at the 
track.” 

Races are run in Wakefield and 
Derry, New, Hampshire, with 
competition at Wakefield's 
Sullivan Park each weekend. 

Some weekend races at 
Wakefield draw up to 300 spec- 
tators, with the Grand National 
turnouts numbering anywhere

between 1,000 to 4,000. The finals 
of the Grand Nationals often 
attract 2,000 BMX racers. 

Webster placed second in the 
Yankee BMX Classic this’ past 
year, with Comeau (first) and 
Greatix (fifth) also picking up 
points that are compiled at the 
end of each year in determining a 
national champion. The more 
competitive a race is, the more 
points are compiled. 


“To be really good, it takes a lot 
of practice, a lot of riding," notes 
Webster. ‘You don’t have to be 
super strong, but it does take a lot 
of natural balance.” —. 

“Jim Comeau is probably one 
of the fastest kids in the state in 
his’ category. He has incredible 
balance."’ This past season, 
Comeau was rated the number 
one rider on the Wakefield circuit 
with eight wins.

have advanced past the fad status

According to Webster, some 
professional BMX racers, many 
not even old enough to shave, can 
earn up to $200,000 per year. An 
individual race purse can crack 
the $2,000.00 mark for the top 
prize.

Webster says that a typical 
BMX moto-cross course is 
“pretty much like riding an ob- 
stacle course.” The Wilmington 
High School junior notes however 
that despite the course difficulty, 
the sport is safe thanks to the 
equipment and the fact that all 
races are sanctioned by the 
National Bicycle League (NBL) 


Safety first 

‘The Cycle Center and its owner 
Bill Shaw provide Webster and 
the other racers with full BMX 
uniforms, helmets, mouthguards 
and padded pants. 

Before breaking into an ex- 
citing sport that is not without it’s 
risks, ‘BMX Plus’, an official 
BMX racing magazine, advises 
that racers be equipped with 
helmets, a sturdy set of han- 
diebars, a good bike frame, have 
no broken spokes, good handle 
grips, long sleeve shirt, sneakers, 
mouth protection and jeans or 
padded riding pants.

What's happening at Stone zoo? 


{Retired Men's Club of Wakefield 
;. held a regular meeting at the First 
» Parish Congregational Church of 
Wakefield. The featured speaker 
was introduced by Tom Coughlan, 
Vice-President of the Men’s Club, 
Mrs. Ellie Mazzone of Wakefield, a 
Volunteer at the Stone Zoo whose 
subject was “What's Happening at 
the Stone Zoo.” Mrs. Mazzone in 
troduced her subject by stating that 
the Stone Zoo is a 20 acre Zoological 
Park on Spot Pond in Stoneham, 
Mass. The Zoo is open the year 
round. In winter there are different 
animals than in summer. The Stone 
*- Zoo is owned and operated by the 
M.D.C. as is also the Franklin Park 
It was founded in 1905 by 
> Charles Price, Superintendent of 
M.D.C.'s Middlesex Fells Division 
Originally, it was a collection of 
native animals such as foxes, rab- 
bits found in the Middlesex Fells 
* area, and included mallards and 
other ducklings. 
The collection grew to include 
more exotic animals like African 


Peacocks are free to roam the 
grounds and do stay close. However, 
one flew into a tiger enclosure — and 
— there were feathers on the 
ground! 

‘There are two African lions born 
in 1973 who had several litters and 
the male was special (why not!) 
Although these lions have produced 
several litters, they are no longer 
bred due to over population. 

In the 1960's there was a major 
renovation, and the Aviary was the 
last building constructed. There is 
presently a mammal house exhibit 
under construction being paid for by 
funds from Public Voluntary ad: 
missions. 

All progressive zoos have four 
goals before them. Conservation, 
Research, Education and 
Recreation, and the Stone Zoo is no 
exception. 

She mentioned the orangutans 
from Southeast Asia, a great ape, 
which is an endangered species 
being destroyed by lumber 
operations and the growth of towns. 
Another endangered specie is the 


wild elephants due to poaching and 
habitat destruction. Ivory tusks are 
forbidden to be sold now which 
discourages hunters to kill 
elephants. “Peanuts” is a9 year old 
female elephant, 9 feet tali, still a 
juvenile at 4,000 pounds which may 
double. Elephants are sociable 
animals wich have big ears with 
large blood veins which help to cool 


Garden 

tips 

Vegetable gardens all 
around Massachusetts 
are now producing an 
abundance of summer 
fruits and vegetables. 
Sooti many of the fall 
vegetables will be 
reaching maturity too. 
Here are some helpful 
hints from the Mid. 
diesex County Ex. 
tension Service on when 
to pick your vegetables. 
Knowing when to 
harvest is essential if 
you are aiming for the 
best quality, taste and 
nutritional value. Here 
are some suggestions to 
help determine the 
optimum harvesting 
dates for: 

Beans — Snap Beans 
should be harvested 
while the pods are 
small, tender and 
straight and before the 
enclosed seeds become 
large. Begin harvesting 
when pods are about 
three inches long. Shell 
Beans must be allowed 
todry completely before 
harvesting. 

Beets Pick while 
small, 1'2 to 2 inches in 
diameter. If allowed to 
get larger, they may 
become pithy and 
fibrous, especially 
during a drought. 

Sweet Corn — Harvest 
when the silks have 
dried to brown and 
kernels “‘ooze’’ milk 
when pricked, As the 
ear’ develops, the husk 
tightens, and when 
ready for harvest, the 
husk fits tightly around 
the cob. Pick corn just 
before cooking for the 
best taste. 

Summer Squash — 
‘The biggest is not the 
best in this case! Tender 
zucchini and yellow 
summer squash should 
be picked at about 6 
inches long, and 
because they grow so 
rapidly, this means 
checking every day 


Antelope, Zebras, Macaws, King 
Penguins, monkeys, apes, and 
exotic birds, and professional 
management was needed.

In reading the Scriptures it is important to. dit 
terentiate the various ways God deals with man. Each 
of these ways Is referred to a8 8 “dispensation,” that 
|s, 2 period of time in which God relates fo mankind in 
2 particular way. He deats differently with mankind in 
each dispensation. Although some Bible teachers have 
vided the Scriptures into seven ime periods or 
Cispersations. the Bible tse falls nu tually into four 
periods or dispensations 

1. The Dispensation of the Patriarchs—This dispen 
sation begins with Adam and ends with Moses, ac 
cording o the clear statement in Romans 5:14, "From 
‘Adam until Moses.” This was the dispensation without 
law. During that time God did not deal with people 
‘according tothe law, but apart trom the law. 

2. The Dispensation of Law—This dispensation extends 
from Moses until Christ. John 1:17 declares. "For. the 
law was given thraugh Moses: grace and truth came 
through Jesus Christ Also, Matthew 11:13 says, "All 
the prophets and the law prophesied unt John (the 


Baptist)" In this dipensation God dealt with His 
eaple on the bass ofthe law. This covers most of the 
(01d Testament period including the intetestamental 
period 

3. The Dispensation of Grace—This” dispensation 
Sireiches from the first coming of Christ fo the 
‘eslration ofall things at Christ's second coming. In 
this dispensation Gea deals with mankind by grace and 
‘according to grace. This may be realized by John 1-17, 
‘Grace and truth came through Jesus Christ” and cts 
3:2021, "That He may send Jesus. the Christ appointed 
for you, whom heaven mus! receive until the times of 
the restoration of al things.” (NASV) 

4. The Dispensation of the Kingdom This dispensation 
Covers the period from the second coming of Chcist to 
the end of the millennial (1000 year) kingdom. This is 
evident from Acts 3:2621 and also trom Revelation 
11:15 when the seventh trumpet sounded and "There 
were great voices in heaven, saying, the kingdom of 
ths world has become the kingdom of our Lord, and of 
his Christ” (ct.

forcement agencies have made no fewer than seven raids 
‘on smugglers or would-be smugglers between central 
Maine and Rhode Island. All but two of them have come at 
sea. The haul: just short of 100 tons of marijuana; boats; 
guns and other weapons; sophisticated communications 
and navigational equipment; large quantities of cash; and 
61 arrests, including suspects from Colombia, Cuba, Ja- 
maica, Florida, Georgia, and Tennessee. 

But some in police circles were dismayed last week by 
the news that 13 Coast Guard personne! stationed on Cape 
Cod, Mass., were caught with evidence of drug use. The 
13, who now face disciplinary action, were not involved in 
antidrug search-and-seizure missions. But published re- 
ports indicate drug use among Coast Guardsmen in the 
region may be far more widespread. 

“We couldn't get along without the Coast Guard,” says 
Richard Cohen, US attorney for Maine. ‘There is no ques-

Cohen says federal officials here are not at the point of 
asking for an antismuggling task force like the one operat- 
ng in and near south Florida under the direction of Vice- 
President George Bush. “But it might be realistic on a 
temporary basis to get a task force up here," he says. 

Meanwhile, Sheriff Richardson says his department 
has had success locally by combining resources with those 
in surrounding counties as well as with police in the princ!- 
pal towns and at the central campus of the University of 
Maine, the largest school in the state. The program uses 
computer support and has helped-result in 18 to 20 arrests 
for drug trafficking in the past 12 months.

For Central Soya Company, the blander the better

A major food commodities corporation 
hhas developed a technique that measures 
taste in order to take it away. 

Central Soya Company wants to keep 
{ts soy oll as bland as possible. That's how 
customers like Nabisco and Frito-Lay like 
it, the company says. 

Mark 0. Flanagan, vice-president of 
the Refined Oil Division of the $2 billion 
Fort Wayne, Ind., company says Central 
Soya’s customers use soy oil to make mar: 
garine, mayonnaise, cooking oll, salad oll 
and shortenings. The less the flavor the 
Soy oll has, the less there is to compete 
with flavors food-processing customers 
are trying to bulld into their foodstuffs. 

‘The technique is called ‘fingerprint: 
ing."* It was developed by Dr. Harold P 
Dupuy, a professor at Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute (VPI). Fingerprinting produces 
computer-generated profiles that instantly 
tell companies how bland their soy oil is, or 
why it's not as bland as they would like 
Fingerprinting is not restricted to soy oll 
Mr. Dupuy says the technique can assess 
the flavor quality of spices, cereals, and 
dairy products as well 

“VPI is using the method to examine 
off-flavors in fish. This is one of the great- 
est problems in developing aquaculture as 
44 viable food industry. Our goal is to deter- 
mine the chemical composition and the 
origin of compounds that cause off-fla 
vors,"’ Mr. Dupuy says. 

‘The process measures a food's 
“volatiles’* chemical molecules that 
evaporate to produce odors or aromas. Mr. 
Dupuy says the process was used to detect 
the reason a new strain of rice developed a 
poor taste after processing. 

“Less than a gram of rice was posi- 
tioned in the injection port assembly of the

as chromatograph, and volatile analysis 
revealed that the product contained a 
strange compound that shouldn't be there. 
‘The extra element was identified by mass 
spectrometry as a fumigant used in stor 
age,"" Dupuy said. 

The injection port assembly allows the 
instant testing of a sample without sophis- 
Uicated “prepping” of the sample first, he 
said. This testing can be done by 
nonscientists in environments that are less 
demanding than those of a strict labora- 
tory. That makes Central Soya’s commer- 
cial application of the process possible, 
says Dr. L. D. Williams, vice-president of 
research for the company 

“We sent our scientists to consult with 
Dr. Dupuy," he says. "We then assembled 
the special equipment needed and tested it 
at the plant level, Today we still use the 
same gas-chromatography method de- 
vised by Dr. Dupuy, but we've automated 
it.” 

‘The technique has reduced, but not to- 
tally replaced, the work done by panels of 
trained human taste testers, Mr. Williams 
says. It has added to their capabilities and 
ability to please customers. 

Besides verifying flavor, the process 
can monitor the effects of processing con- 
ditions, evaluate the effects of storage, fol- 
low ol! changes during shipment, monitor 
the the oll quality of finished products, and 
gauge the freshness and “shelf life” of a 
wide range of foods. 

As for the competition, Mr. Williams 
says, “We're pretty sure a couple of refin- 
eries are doing this in their labs. They 
knowhow to do it. But, as far as we know 
we're the only ones making it available on 
commercial basis." 

Mr. Flanagan says Central Soya wel 
comes the use of the technique by competi 
tors so industry standards can be set and 
quality comparisons can become objec:

Nevertheless, Vacation is a 
step forward for this five-member 
Los Angeles band, already one of 
the most successful all-female 
groups in pop music history 

What Vacation lacks in hooks it 
makes up for in drive, confidence 
and more mature lyrics. While The 
Go-Go's of Beauty and the Beat 
sounded, at times, merely cute. 
they now sound more competent 
and sure of themselves. 

- Nowhere can this be better heard 
than in the rhythm section of 
drummer Gina Schock and bassist 
Kathy Valentine. After playing 
somewhat tentatively on the first 
album, Schock has blossomed into 
the perfect rock and roll drummer 
loud, fast and hyperactive, with 
her drum set miked to Sound like a 
jackhammer. Valentine is now 
getting a round, fat tone from her 
electric bass, and her solid, 
unobtrusive style complements 
Schock’s bashing perfectly 

The first song on Vacation is the 
title cut, and it is, simply, the best 
song ever done by The Go-Go's. It 
rocks much harder than anything 
on Beauty and the Beat, and lead 
singer Belinda Carlisle has ob- 
viously gained the confidence to use 
her high, narrow, nasally voice to 
full effect. The tongue-in-cheek 
lyrics are a counterpoint to the no- 
nonsense rock and roll. 

Some other highlights of the 
album are “It's Everything But 
Partytime,” which has a soulful, 
downbeat feel and lyrics which 
indicate the band has been forced to 
attend too many record company 
parties (‘Though I shouldn't be 
complaining/What's lacking here is 
entertaining"); “Beatnik Beach,” 
on which Schock is everywhere and 
guitarists Charlotte Caffey and 
Jane Wiedlin have fun trading 
Chuck Berry licks, while Carlisle 
screams out nonsense lyrics 
(Beatnik Beach/It's really 
neat/Limbo down /Hit the groun: 
d’"); and “World’s Away,” the only 
ballad on the album. with sensitive 
lyrics by Wiedlin and Valentine

Gary U.S. Bonds 
On the Line 


The new album by Gary U.S 
Bonds, On the Line, doesn't come up 
to the standards set on his 
comeback album of last summer, 
Dedication. But it still features 
some good listening, and the one- 
time ‘60s rock and roll star is 
developing into a first-rate soul 
singer, making him one of the few 
black artists to get airplay on radio 
stations which are becoming in- 
creasingly conservative and for- 
mulaic. 

Like Dedication, On the Line is 
produced by Bruce Springsteen and 
Steve Van Zandt, the guitarist with 
Springsteen's E Street Band. In 
addition, seven of the album's 12 
songs are by Springsteen, an eighth 
is by Van Zandt and, while the 
musicians are not listed, their 
sound betrays their identity as The 
E Street Band. 

With all this outside help, you 
might wonder where Bonds fits in 
Well, all you have to do is listen — 
his voice is sweet, bitter, smooth 
and rough all at the same time, with 
an expressiveness not often heard 
on today’s bland pop records. 

The best song on the album is 
“Club Soul City," a mournful 
Springsteen ballad about a 
mythical hangout for losers. 
Springsteen's gritty back-up vocals 
keep it honest, while the business- 
like work of drummer Max Wein- 
berg and bassist Gary “Funky” 
Tallent keeps it from getting overly 
sentimental. But Bonds steals the 
song for himself. When he sings 
“On the front door there's a sign 
that says/‘Restricted to the losing 
side,"” he sounds so anguished that 
it sends a shiver down your spine. 

The second-best song on the 
album, “Soul Deep,” a '60s tune, is 
a beautiful old soul song in the 
tradition of Ike & Tina Turner and 
Sam & Dave. It's a joyful, hand 
clapping song featuring call-and 
response singing between Bonds, 
Springsteen and Van Zandt 

The rest of the album is solid but 
unspectacular, Springsteen's “‘Out 
Of Work" may be the theme of the 
summer, but it wears a little thin 
after repeated listenings 


Springsteen has sung ‘‘Ren- 
dezvous”’ better himself in concert 
(he's never recorded it), although 
Bonds at least does a better job with 
it than Greg Kihn did a couple of 
years ago. Bonds’s self-penned 
numbers, “Turn the Music Down” 
and “Bring Her Back," are fun but 
insubstantial 

On the Line does, however, end on 
a high note — Van Zandt’s “Last 
Time,” a bittersweet ballad about 
the parting of two lovers. Van Zandt 
has written some wonderful songs

Few industries could survive, let alone flourish, amid all 
the negative publicity accorded to resort time-sharing over 
the years. Nearly every article written about resort — or 
vacation — time-sharing seems festooned with red warning 
flags about high-pressure sales tactics, shoddy mainte- 
‘nance, and bankrupt management companies, 

Yet despite these warnings, the time-sharing business 
seems nearly impervious to criticism: Since 1975, its first 
year of appreciable activity in the United States, industry 
‘sales have swept from $10 million to an estimated $1.5 bil 
on this year. In the last five years, sales have grown at an 
average rate of $300 million a year

MONEYWISE J jumped trom 10,000 to 

about 350,000, according to 
the National Timesharing 
Council, the industry's trade group. 

‘The time-share salespeople, then, must be doing some- 
thing right. While many buyers have had problems, and in 
some cases lost their money, federal officials concede that 
most time-share companies are reputable firms selling a 
g00d, though expensive, product. 

What they are selling, basically, is the right for a cus 
tomer to stay in a resort for one or two weeks a year. For 
prices ranging from about $4,000 to more than $15,000, the 
customer buys the right to use the condo or hotel for a week 
or two every year for the next 25 to 40 years, or life. Buyers 
also pay an annual maintenance fee, usually ranging from 
$150 to $300 for each week they “‘own"’ their time-share re- 
sort, Combining this fee and the lost income from the 
money put into the time share, of course, would usually 
provide enough to pay for a fine vacation in a different loca: 
tion every year. 

Despite the expense and the warnings, many people 
have read some of the articles, heard and thought about the 
words of caution, and still think time-sharing beats another 
vacation suspended in a backyard hammock. If you are one 
of these people, and are fairly certain you want to vacation 
{in the same place almost every year, there are a few things 
to consider before putting pen to dotted line

what time shares are available in places they want to go. If 
you have a yen for skiing in Colorado or swimming in the 
Caribbean, for instance, you can get the names of many 
resorts and condos through one of the three exchange com- 
panies that arrange computerized ‘‘swaps” between time- 
share customers in various locations.

© Do not buy a time share with the idea that you can 
make frequent exchanges with someone else. The ability of 
these three firms to always find a suitable exchange part- 
ner has not been proved on a wide scale. Moreover, these 
firms charge $35 to $39 for their service, plus a similar 
membership fee. You should buy a time share with the idea 
that you are going to spend well over a majority of your 
vacations there. 

Time-sharing, says Hal Upbin, vice-president of the In- 
terval ‘Time-Share Association of New York, a group of 
time-share developers in that state, “is for someone who 
vacations in the same place almost every year. It’s really 
for the nontraveling vacationer.”" 

© Plan to put the time-share management through its 
paces, proving to you that it has a track record worthy of 
your purchase. investment. For time-share management. 
the resorts are moneymakers. The team can often make 
twice as much selling a time share in a unit to as many as 50 
customers as it could if it sold the units outright to one 
family. This is an attractive financial lure to both good and 
bad management companies. 

Many of the better-run time-share resorts are operated 
by companies with experience in condominium develop- 
ment, hotels, real estate, and office building management. 
Many local offices of the Better Business Bureau can help 
with background checks, as they been fielding a lot of the 
complaints related to time-sharing 

© Do not think of this as an investment. Time-sharing is 
too new to have a resale record, and most companies will 
not sell your unit for you; you would have to do that 
yourself. |

to your lawyer first. Also, if the salesperson makes any oral 
promises that are not in the contract, be sure he writes 
these down, too.

The first protects you against 
any claims by a third party that could keep you from using 
the unit. The second protects your rights if a third party, 
such as a bank, buys out the contract.

“Universal accounts’ for smaill investors 

Ina recent “? column on universal accounts 
that permit people to combine their credit card, brokerage 
account, and money market fund, it was mentioned that 
these accounts were probably not useful for people who do 
not trade stocks and pay most of their bills at home, by 
check. However, I was persuaded to open a universal ac- 
count by the argument that the automatic sweep Into the 
money fund would bring in $200 to $300 more than if I “lost”” 
days by remailing dividend checks. Can you explain the 
difference? —H.B. 

I should have been more specific. You do not have to be 
an active buyer and seller of stocks and bonds to make good 
use of a universal account, points out Nancy Reed, vice- 
president in charge of marketing for the “Command Ac- 
count" at Bache Halsey Stuart Shields Inc. If, as seems to 
be the case here, you have a portfolio of stocks and bonds 
that you do not “play with" often, you are still receiving 
periodic dividend checks. These can start earning interest 
immediately if the check is sent from the brokerage ac- 
count directly into the money fund, instead of going through 
the mail to you and back through the mail to the fund, Ms 
Reed says.

Another breakthrough: a perfect snapshot camera

‘Tum your lenses this way. Consumer cam- 
era technology has entered a new era 

It began with Kodak's new “disc” camera, 
introduced earlier this year. Dr. Leslie 
Stroebel of the Rochester Institute of Technol- 
ogy (RIT) calls it “the nearly perfect camera 
for amateur iphers."" Why? Because 
Kodak went to fully automatic, small-format 
technology. It's embodied in a shirt-pocket- 
size camera with a sharp, short lens and wide 
‘aperture (f2.8), enabling fast shutter speeds 
Up to one/two-hundredths of a second. 

With set focus and exposure levels, it's not 
{for professionals, But the amateur will find it 
ideal ~ push the trigger, the disc does the 
rest. And It produces high-quality pictures in 
an expanded range of light conditions, with a 
price tag of less than $70.

More recently, the fledgling Nimslo Com: 
pany has achieved a goal that has eluded both 


Polarold and Kodak — designing a reason- 
ably priced camera that produces high-grade 
+D: 

. The Nimslo system has four lenses that 
record four separate images on two frames of 
any type of 35-mm film. Nimslo then takes 
those images and ~ by injecting thousands of 
tiny prisms into the film — translates them 
into aD print. 

Dr. Jerry Nims and associate Allan Lo (for 
whom the company js named) had begun 
thelr quest for the three-dimensional camera 
back in 1970, Their first success, a 1974 model, 
was three feet long and many pounds too 
heavy. Gradually, the camera has been re- 
fined to @ quadra-lens, 35-mm wonder that 
weighs only 12 ounces. 

Nimaio has exclusive rights over its three- 
dimensional technology and is naturally re- 


luctant to reveal any of the camera's inner » 


workings. But Prof. Andrew Davidhazy of 
RIT’s School of Photo Arts and Sciences had 
‘some admiring and enlightening comments to 
make on the new camera. 

“The print process is the real technical 
breakthrough," Professor Davidhazy said 
Unlike any previous three-dimensional 
prints, the film ts developed in a single layer. 
Included in this layer are thousands of micro- 


Scopic lenses that act as prisms. He explained 
that “they incorporate the prisms into the 
emulsions the material containing the light- 
sensitive chemicals on the film), adding them 
by lamination previous to the film being 
exposed."” 

He says he believes the prism is a perme- 
able plastic material. It acts as a separator 
when one views the 3-D print, distinguishing 
for the eye the four images printed on the sin 
gle picture. The result is a three-dimensional 
effect. 

Mr. Davidhazy foresees a number of limi 
tations to the system. He noted that “because 
it has fixed focus, it is basically a snapshot 
— Further, he said, the camera is not 

for close-up or scenic photography 
‘The ¥D imagery, he explained, breaks down 
for object distance under six feet and over 
about 20 feet. Also, the company is limited to 
Producing 3-by-5-Inch prints at this time. 

He summed up by saying:: “There is poten- 
tial for serious photographers, but that is not 
(realizable) as yet. The question remains 
Whether the novelty factor of this camera will 
wear off and the impact on the photography 
‘market will be diminished." 

But despite the drawbacks, he added, 
“Taking the image made in the customer's 
camera and turning it into a three-dimen- 
‘sional print is magnificent."" 

Camera-buyers in Florida (Nimslo’s cur- 
Tent test market) apparently think so, as de- 
mand for the $250 Nimslo 3-D 35-mm is far 
outstripping supply. According to chairman 
Nims, 50 percent more pictures are being shot 

by Florida owners than had been anticipated 
by the company’s most optimistic projec 
Hons. The company will be expanding its 
market to the entire East coast. West Vir 
@inia, and Tennessee this fall 

With this initial success, he said, his com: 
Pany hopes to dispel the gimmicky 3-D post 
card image of older multidimensional photog- 
raphy. From the prints coming so far to the 
company’s photofinishing lab in Atlant, he 
observes, hobbyists are doing “very exciting 
experimentation work" with the new camera 
“Even Ansel Adams sent a shot of trees that 
he took with our 3-D camera,” he said 

Dr. Nims also predicts that, with the tech- 
nology Nimslo has used in this camera, 
" I images will be common 
place in television, films ~ in all media — by 
1990."" 

Meanwhile, the seemingly more prosaic 
photography of which Kodak's disc system is 
Capable also represents a complex new tech- 
nology. To understand it, one must look into 
{ts past. Jim Dierks, who presided over the 
evelopment of the camera, recently told of 
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The quadraiens 3-0 camera 


Kodalls eight-year search for the perfect 
‘Snapshot camera. 

Mr. Dierks explained that the ideas for the 
new system sprang from a six-year critical 
‘study of amateur photographs. A team of Ko- 
dak technicians viewed thousands of pictures 
from Instamatic and 35-mm cameras. They 
found camera shake or tilt, under- or overex: 
posure, and blank frames to be persistent but 
solvable problems. 

Dierks said, “All of this led to the conclu: 
ston that improved camera capability” would 
be crucial to the new system. Thus Kodak de- 
veloped an ultrashort 12.5-mm lens — giving 
the camera increased depth of field and light 
gathering capability. This erased many of the 
lunder- or overexposure problems. Also, with 
more light entering the camera, a wider aper 
ture is possible. ‘This enables us to have a 
fast shutter speed, which freezes subject mo- 
tion and camera motion, solving the problems 
of shakiness and blurry prints,"" Dierks said 

The short-focal-length-lens, however, pro- 
duced a small image, which meant small neg- 
atives. So Kodak came up with miniature 8 
by-10-mm filmstrips, six of which could fit on 
&@ postage stamp. They rest on a round car. 
tridge. Hence the name “disc.” 

‘The paper-thin disc cartridge can be auto- 
matically rotated by a low-power motor. Also, 
the disc core can be encodéd with customers’ 
reprint orders, enabling photofinishing plants 
to produce reprints automatically 

In the process of the dise development, Ko- 
dak made “two very important break 
throughs for photo technology.” according to 
Dr. Stroebel. who is chairman of the Depart 
‘ment of Photographic Technology at RIT. 

‘The first is the new “HR" dise film. 
Through advances in chemical makeup 
(which are strict company secrets, according 
to Dr. Stroebel), the film has higher resolu- 
tion and finer grain. This has allowed Kodak 
to increase the speed (sensitivity) of the film 
to 200 ASA without sacrificing quality 

‘The second breakthrough concerns the 
composition of the lens itself. Lenses in most 
popular cameras have anywhere from one to 


three elements, or pieces. The new lens has 
four elements, available for the first time in a 
mass-market camera because Kodak has a 
new high-speed, low-cost production process. 

Even more important, Kodak has 
achieved another first — the mass production 
of an inexpensive aspheric element (an undu- 
lating, nonspherical surface). This high- 
power correcting lens, Stroebel explains, en- 
ables Kodak to “minimize all light 
aberrations with a fewer number of ele- 
ments.” The outcome. he says, is that the 
disc's four-piece lens corresponds in quality 
to a spherical and flat seven- or eight-piece 
lens. The disc lens is so superior, he says, that 
it approaches the limits on diffraction correc: 
tion set down by the laws of physics. 

Dr. Stroebel says the only significant 
drawback for the disc camera is the grainy 
quality of prints in sizes 5 by 7 or larger. 
Given also that the disc has fixed focus and 
aperture, and no black and white option, its 
professional appeal is limited. But he fore- 
casts that Kodak's advances in film emul- 
sions and aspheric surfaces are bound to spin 
off into the professional field 


growing industry that ts proving ¥ 
cession-proof, says Ernest Rosenfeld 

Mr. Rosenfeld runs International Purnt 
ture Rentals of New York and is chairman of 
the Furniture Rental Association of America. 
which has 60 companies operating 200 rental 
showrooms around the country. They prob 
ably account for 80 percent of an estimated 
total US volume of $500 million a year 

Rosenfeld says this volume has grown 
‘about 45 percent in the last five years — and 
that the rental companies haven't felt the 
cession at all, In his opinion they have pene 
trated only 15 to 20 percent of the nation’s po: 
tential market 

While some furniture has been rented for 
decades, an efficient industry has existed for 
only about 15 years 

‘This industry has been created by rapidly 
changing social conditions ~ the growing di 
vorce rate, for example. and the increasing 
transiency of the population. 

Rosenfeld says about 60 percent of his 
business is in residential furniture, the rest in 
office furniture. The average rental period is 
16 months, and many leases give the renter 
the option to buy, an option often exercised 

‘The reasons why people rent furniture 
are so numerous their variety constantly as- 
tonishes me," Rosenfeld says. “After 15 years 
in the business, I'm still hearing new ones. 

People want convenience and fast, full 
package service from the rental companies,

he says. “They will come in on Tuesday and 
want an apartment or a house completely fur- 
nished by Friday.” 

‘The furniture rented is of good quality an¢

“Asa rule of thumb, customers are willing 
to pay 20 to 25 percent . . . of what they pay to 
rent the house or apartment,” he says, “but 
that’s a loose estimate." 

‘The increase in the divorce rate is a big 
factor in the growth of the residential busi- 
ness, Rosenfeld says 

“When a couple breaks up, they need one 
‘or two new living places in a hurry, and net: 
ther is anxious to buy new furniture — and 
probably doesn't have the money to do so."" 

While the transient population ~ people 
being transferred. diplomats, entertainers, 
professional athletes, or people who are vie:

‘The year was 1957. A popular 
president named Ike waved at 
television viewers from the gold 
links. Perry Como crooned “Dream 
Along With Me” and Elvis Presley 
was King. Gasoline cost 23 cents a 
gallon 

America was moder 
and self-confident, There were 
tensions, of course — the Cold War, 
backyard bomb shelters and Civil 
Defense drills dominated the news 

but a decade after the end of 
World War II, the United States had 
become the unchallenged leader of 
the Free World. American science, 
technology and a thriving free en- 
terprise system, the U.S. public 
believed, were the best anywhere. 
the keystone of Western security 

On Oct. 4, 1% American con- 
fidence was shaken abruptly 
Without warning, the Soviet Union 
launched Sputnik 1, the world’s first 

arth-orbiting satellite. The Space 
Age — and race — had begun’ 

Sputnik sent shock waves through 
this country. The United States had 
been edged out by a dangerous rival 
and the issues were hotly debated in 
Congress and the media. Thus 
galvanized by considerations of 
national security and political 
preeminence, the nation embarked 
on an ambitious program of space 
exploration that has taken man to 
the moon, explored the solar system 
and beyond and witnessed the 
spectacular success of the space 
shuttle, the world’s first reusable 
spacecraft 

Today, a quarter of a century after 
Sputnik, visitors to the 
Smithsonian's National Air and 
Space Museum in Washington, D.C. 
can vividly relive the past 
frustrations and debates while 
cheering the heroes and 
technological triumphs at a new 
exhibit commemorating 25 years of 

e exploration. Featuring TV 
film clips, newspaper headlines, 
photographs, Space Age artifac 
and memorabilia of the times, the 
exhibit is a nostalgic journey 
through the golden age of space 
exploration 

‘Anniversaries are an excellent 
excuse to stop and take stock of 
where we've been and get some 
much needed perspective, 
assistant curator Allan A. Needell, 
who sought to place the Space Age in 
a social and cultural context. ‘The 
triumphs of the Space Age did not 
happen in a vacuum, but were 
strongly influenced by events 
happening elsewhere in society.” 

Consider, for instance, the climate 
in the immediate wake of Sputnik. 
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The United States was forced to play 
catch-up with the Soviets, who 
quickly launched Sputnik 2 on Nov 
3, Pressure mounted on the scien- 
tists and engineers from the Nat 
Research Laboratory who had been 
assigned the task of launching an 
Earth-orbiting satellite. In contrast 
to the Soviet program, which was 
largely conducted in secrecy, the 
American space effort was publicly 
conducted. And so it was that, on 
Dec. 6, before a television viewing 
audience of millions, the Vanguard 
rocket carrying a small test satellite 
exploded a few seconds after 
ignition. It was Jan. 31, 1958, before 
the United States successfully or- 
bited Explorer 1 

gainst this backdrop, Congress 
passed the National Aeronautics and 
Space Act, establishing NASA and 
setting overall policy for a civilian 
space program. Sputnik also 
spurred a critical review of the U.S 
education system; many of today's 
science curricula and education 
grant and loan programs owe their 
existence to the National Defense 
Education Act of 1958 which at 
tracted thousands of young 
Americans into scientific and 
engineering careers. 

‘The decade of the 1960s saw a high 
stakes, one-upmanship space race 
as the Soviet Union and the United 
States vied with each other to be 
first. Cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin 
became the first man in space on 
Feb. 12, 1961, followed on May 5 by 
Astronaut Alan Shepard. Less than 
three weeks after Shepard's sue 
cessful flight, President Kennedy 
committed the nation to landing a 
man on the moon before the end of 
the decade 

Project Apollo, which was 
preceded by the successful Mercury 
and Gemini programs, reached its 
spectacular culmination on July 20, 
1969, as a breathless nation watched 
two men walk on the moon. Once 
again, American science and 
technology had become the focal 
point for world admiration. And 
increasingly, the American con- 
sumer found Space Age technology a 
part of everyday life. 

In contrast to the successes in 
space and science, the 'é0s included 
more than their share of tragedy, 
social turmoil and global unrest. 
John Kennedy, Robert Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King were 
assassinated. It was also the era of 
the Great Society and the War on 
Poverty. The Civil Rights movement 
gained new strength while the war in 
Vietnam and opposition to it reached 
their peak 

If the United States’ had its 
problems, so did the Soviet Union

due to world reaction to the Berlin 
Wall, the Cuban Missile Crisis and 
the Soviet invasjon of 
Czechoslovakia. Elsewhere around 
the globe, the Cultural Revolution 
rocked China and the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli War left a legacy which was 
to affect the entire course of history 
in the Middle East 

Paradoxically, Needell notes, 
“The great space triumphs of the 
‘60s took place amidst the backdrop 
of upheaval. The enterprise of 
science seemed to provide us with 
some constructive foundations 
during a period when everything 
else seemed to be falling apart.” 

The national prestige gained from 
Apollo continued long after the 
event, but success led to some 
complacency. “Many people soon 
lost interest in space,” Needell says. 
In the 1970s, space became com 
monplace yet orbiting 
laboratories like Skylab provided a 
wealth of scientific knowledge 
people around the world thrilled to 
images of Mars, Jupiter and Saturn 
beamed to Earth by the Viking and

Looking back over the past 25 
years, Needell says, “There's no 
question that many things about our

Unsurprisingly, one thing that ha 
not changed is the tone of the 
political debates, In 1957, for 
example, many people blamed 
America’s lack of success in space 
on Eisenhower sought to assure 
Americans that the United States 
was not behind, and television film 
clips from the era show him as a 
fatherly, calming influence, whi 
opposition politicians seized the 
issue and tried to make the most of 
it 

Today, administration space 
policies are once again the subject of 
controversy.

A retired professor of classics 
from Cambridge University intends 
to build a trireme, the elegant vessel 
used by Greece to defeat the Persian 
Navy in the battle of Salamis in 480 
BC. 

Prof. John Morrison's project, in 
which he will be joined by a former 
Ministry of Defense architect and 
the Greek National Maritime 
Museum, is intended to produce a 
ship ll5 feet long that will be 
propelled by a crew of 170 oarsmen. 

He hopes it will be sailing the 


The project will cost about 
($425,000) and Morrison is hopeful 
that Greek ship owners with an 
interest in classical times will 
contribute. 

There is much mystery about how 
triremes performed. They are said 
to have moved through the water 
quickly and were apparently highly 
maneuverable compared with other 
ships of the classical period. 

By building one, Morrison and his 
associates hope to be able to 
determine the seagoing charac 
teristics of the trireme

Prtofessor Morrison has written a 
standard classics testbook on the 
oared vessels of ancient Greece. He 
has developed his own ideas on what 
a trireme looked like.

So Morrison had to create a 
mental picture of a trireme, based 
on fragmentary classice 
knowledge. The design he has come 
up with shows orsmen ranged in

| in the step of 
the shoe repair business

For more than 20 years Robert 
Henderson helped people plug the 
holes jn their budgets; now he fixes 
the holes in their shoes. 

For 11 of those years Mr. Hen- 
derson was a vice-president in the 
installment loan department at the 
Central National Bank in Green 
castle, Ind. The previous 10 years 
were spent at the Seaboard Finance 
‘Company office there. 

But this spring, he gave up the 
banker's life and traded his three 
piece suit for a cobbler’s apron. On 
April 1 he opened the door to start 
the first day of business at Hen: 
derson’s Shoe Repair. Since then, he 
says, “Business has been super. I 
haven't regretted it for a minute."” 

A lot of people are finding the 
shoe-repair business ‘‘super'” lately. 
While many hopeful entrepreneurs 
look to high-technology products, 
fancy restaurants, or specialized 
services for their business ventures, 
anumber of others are turning to the 
Old World trade of shoe repair. 

In the past four years the number 
of shoe repair shops has increased 25 
percent, to over 12,000, the Shoe 
Service Institute estimates. Part of 
the reason for the rise, the institute 
figures, is that prices of new shoes 
have jumped 83 percent in three 
years. 

So, by catering to people who 
would rather have new heels and 
soles than spend $70 and up for a pair 
of men’s shoes, the new breed of 
cobbler is finding plenty of work 
underfoot 

He and his colleagues also are 
finding new ways to practice their 
trade. Although the traditional 
downtown shop with rows of foot 
wear on the shelves where 
customers can leave their shoes or 
sit in elevated chairs while they wait 
in their stocking feet — are still the 
norm, a number of different kinds of 
shoe-repair businesses are cropping 


up. 

‘The fastest-growing change is the 
pick-up and delivery service. In

At the 
same time, she also started picking 
up. shoes at dry cleaners, aun 
dromats, and a bookstore in tne 
area. Shoes left at a dry cleaner on 
Monday morning are picked up 
(sometimes by Miss Lawson in her 
BMW), taken to the shop for repair. 
and returned by noon Wednesday 

In Hollywood, Fla., the Hollywood 
Shoe Repair pick up shoes from 15 to 
20 dry cleaners and a convenience 
store, says Richard Filippelli, who 
runs the firm with his brother and 
uncle 


“There are a few other (shoe 
repair businesses) in south Florida 
that do pick-up.” Mr. Filippilli said, 
“But it’s still not too common."” 

‘And in Charlotte, N.C., simple 
while-you-wait shoe repairs can be 
made in one of the Mister Minit 
America shops located in two 
shopping malls. The two shops, 
which also duplicate keys and so 
some engraving, opened just over a 
week ago, says Mister Minit vice- 
president William Smith. 

‘The two North Carolina stores are 
the first expansion into the US for 
Mister Minit, which was founded in 
Belgium after World War Il by a 
former US serviceman. The 
worldwide chain now has some 3,000 
small shops in malls and other 
shopping areas in Europe and 
elsewhere. The North Carolina 
stores are expected to be the first 
step in a US expansion of the chain, 
Mr. Smith said 

‘The recent growth in the shoe- 
repair business is a reversal of a 
major decline that began in the 
1950s, says Fred Trezise, a vice- 
president at American Biltrite Inc 
in Chelsea, Mass. After World War 
II, he says, there were over 50,000 
shoe repair shops in the US, Then. 
the majority of shoe-repair people 
were primarily from Europe. Today 
many of these people or their 
children are still in a large number 
of the shops. But in many other 
cases, the craft has not been viewed 
as “progressive” by succeeding 
generations. This, plus a growing 
use-it-and-throw-it-away attitude, 
affected many products, including 
shoes, and helped put the padlocks 
on many stores. 

Many of those entering the shoe 
repair business today are, like Mr 
Henderson, people who have left 
other careers. In other cases, they 
have operated shops on a part-time 
basis or taken training as 
preparation for a post-retirement 
career. 

Mr. Henderson's training is 
coming from the former 
owner/operator of what was the only 
shoe-repair shop in Greencastl 
‘That person, Heriderson says, was 
unable to run the shop by himself 
and work at a second job he needed.
